The United Nations 


BETWEEN THE FIRST AND SECOND WORLD WARS the League of 
Nations was organized and later disbanded. It was recognized as a great 
and commendable effort to join the nations of the world together for the 
purpose of preserving the peace and of fostering progress in many matters 
of international concern, and its failure was a blow to many people who 
sincerely believed that such an organization could accomplish the objectives 
get out for it. There were a number of reasons why it did not succeed. 
One of these was that the debates, while they were carried.on by very able 
and learned orators, were on a plane too high to permit the open discussion 
of international. misunderstandings and practical problems of the times. 
The fact that the United States did not join in the League of Nations was 


also an important factor in its failure to survive.

In spite of the fact that the first effort of creating 
Disputes Have a world organization had not been notably success- 
4 ful, the need for such a body to settle international 
Been Aired problems was clearly indicated at the end of the 
last war. Out of this need grew the United Nations, formed with many of 
the same objectives as the League of Nations, but along more practical 
lines and with none of the powerful nations declining membership. While 
the future of the United Nations Organization cannot be predicted, it has 
proved a successful ground upon which to air international differences and 
to settle disputes,by discussion rather than by force. Whether it can con- 
tinue to meet all the tests to which it may be put remains to be seen, but 
it is without doubt a very important step forward along the way. to world 
government.

Comparing the U.N. to the League of Nations Mr, Martin 
said, “This time we are more realistic, we are more conscious of the diffi- 
culties.” It is to be hoped that the United Nations may continue to func- 
tion effectively and that it will grow, in time, to assume the form of a 
world government. If it should fail to do this, it will at least stand as an- 
other step toward the goal of complete international co-operation and un-
